This shortage, claims Mr. Young, stems 
not alone from obsolescence, even though

Taft Act Unknown To 4 


One of the continually dismaying reve- 
lations about Americans is their lack of 
appetite for information, even casual. 


Dr. George Gallup’s polls keep prod- 
ding us with this disturbing fact. A short 
while ago, his poll revealed that the aver- 
age Americans did not know the names 
of Congressmen and Senators from their 
respective States. A shocking number did 
not even know the name of the.congres- 
sional Representative from their district. 


Now, comes another one. 


The Taft-Hartley Act was discussed 
more than any piece of legislation since 
the end of the war. It was on the front 
pages, inside pages and editorial pages 


“There are eight important schedule 
routes by which you can ship ‘fast’ freight 
from California to Chicago,” says Mr. 
Young. “These routes vary in length as 
much as 450 miles. But, curiously, the 
time schedule for each of the eight is 
exactly 118 hours and 30 minutes! Simi- 
larly, scheduled freight trains moving 
west over important routes from Chicago 
to the coast area, despite great differences 
in terrain and mileage, take exactly the 
same length of time.” 

“There is good reason to believe,” con- 
cludes Mr. Young, “that by lifting delib- 
erate freight slowdowns on the roads that 
still practice them, we could provide more 
cars this Summer and Fall than our shops 
can possibly build.” 

If these claims are correct—and the 
above cited figures could hardly be attrib- 
uted to coincidence—then some railroads 
have indeed conspired against the national 
welfare. 

Food is vital. The Government should 
not stand idly by while agreements 
entered into for their own selfish uses by 
the railroads or anyone else preclude it 
reaching those who need it.

The Last 
Days of Hitler 


While the world likely will be plagued 
through generations yet to come by stories of a 
Hitler who escaped from the crash of Germany, 
h school or conduct Sabbath School lessons in 
some corner of the world, the man seems to be quite dead. 


I have just read “The Last Days of Hitler,” by H~ R. Trevor- 
Roper (Macmillan), and it is as good, indeed better, than most 
of the current detective fiction. 

It also is very revealing of the Nazi mind. 1 recommend it to 
those persons today who casualiy dismiss as propaganda the fact 
of the Nazi gas chambers where the sick, the young and the old 
were gassed and burned because they were a burden and too much 
trouble to feed and house. It will be good reading for those 
who do not understand the lady who used the skin of the dead 
to make lampshades. | 


La t D H. R. Trevor-Roper is a British Intelligence Officer, 
S ays and a former Oxford historian. He was assigned in 
September, 1945, to the task of investigating the last days of Hitler 
and the reported death of the Nazi leader. 


He went at it with great diligence. He checked and cross- 
checked the stories of the 42 persons who survived the final scenes 
with Hitler. This included the top figures such as Goering, Speer 
and Keitel, and the lesser figures of the Hitler family, the guards, 
secretaries, servants and minor Officers. 


Out of it has come a story which is unmatched anywhere in re- 
corded history. It is a combination of the last days of Cleopatra, 
Anthony, Nero and the Feast of Belshazzar, with the handwriting 
on the wall growing plainer and plainer in the sound of the Rus- 
sian guns. It was a delirium and even to those living in it, it 
must have seemed a mad dream that somehow might vanish— 
if it were rot for the constant and increasing tempo of the shell- 
ing and bombing outside. 

There was lunacy in it, and sound and fury ... and they deep 
beneath the earth in the lavishly appointed bomb-proof bunker. 


F There was Hitler, frothing at the mouth in the fury of his 
ury shouted denunciations against the treachery of Goering 
and Himmler. Martin Bormann was intriguing for power. Hitler 
married the plump little second-rate tart, Eva Braun, after a rela- 
tionship of 12 years which may have been just platonic. Goebbels 
hurried from the wedding to poison his children and to kill his 
wife and himself. 

There were astrologers with horoscopes, seeking signs of a 
miracle; the quack, Theodore Merrell, personal physician, though 
not a proper one, who dosed the Fuehrer with “anti-gas pills,” 
composed of strychnine and belladonna, and Hitler himself a 
shouting, raging wreck. His left foot dragged, he had a stoop, his 
sinus was bad and the glands in his neck swollen from the infec- 
tion. He had headaches and his stomach cramped from the con- 
tinued nervous strain. 

It must have been quite a spectacle—the air filled with his 
fury, rage and suspicion, and the air scunding with the ever-increas- 
ing sound of the Russian attack... coming closer and closer... 

They were deep beneath the earth, with great thicknesses of 
concrete and steel about them-—but they could hear the approach- 


ing doom. 
Id l After the attempt on his life in 1944, Hitler became dis- 
als gusted with the General Staff. 


“IT am beginning to doubt if the Germans are worthy of my 
great ideals,” he shouted, pounding the table for emphasis. 


His chief dream was to defeat and eliminate the Slav and to 
establish the great German Empire in Central and Eastern Europe. 
His hatred of the democracies, Britain and the United States, was 
secondary and he felt that, once his chief objective was attained, 
he would have little trouble with them. 

He argued against leaving anything standing, or against saving 
any German lives. To Speer he said: 

“If the war is to be lost, the nation also will perish. This fate 
is inevitable. There is no need to consider the basis even of a 
most primitive existence any longer. On the contrary, it is better 
to destroy even that, and to destroy it ourselves. The nation has 
proved itself weak, and the future belongs solely to the stronger 
eastern nation. Besides, those who remain after the battle are of 
little value, for the good have fallen.” 

“The Last Days of Hitler” is filled with conversations, as given 
by the 42 who survived that last hysterical drama. 

It is disturbing to find that most of the Nazis actually believed 
all the teachings of Hitler. They had no compunctions about the 
millions slaughtered. The fact that children, old people and the 
sick were killed because of their il]mess, youth or age; that thousands 
were starved and treated as beasts, did not seem at all wrong or 
inhumane. Using their skin to make lampshades they thought quite 
pretty was also normal for them. They believed the preaching of 
the super race. Himmler actually believed the Allies would negoti- 
ate with him and accept him as head of the German State. 

The deductions are Trevor-Roper’s. Allowing for personal 
error, the book remains a really valuable historical document.

Ladino Clover Fete 
For White County 


It is seriously to be doubted if there is any 

one development in this country of more vital 

: , import for its future wealth and welfare than 

the Soil Conservation program, led by the Soil Conservation Service 
at Washington. 


Too few Georgians know, however, that a comparatively small | 


Georgia County tops ali Counties in the United States in participa- 
tion in the Soil Conservation program. That County is White, in 
North Georgia and Cleveland is the County seat. 

Out of 900 farmers in White County, 700 are co-operating with 
the Soil Conservation Service. Among these, 350 have planted 
ladino clover and grasses to make improved pastures. Pastures 
which can be grazed from 10 to 11 menths out of the year and pas- 
tures so fine that farmers from a dozen neighboring Counties visit 
White to see and to learn. 

So, on Aug. 22—next Friday—they will hold the Ladino Clover 
Festival at Cleveland. Several thousands of visitors are expected and 
it is the hope of White County that the Festival may become an 
annual affair. 


Topping the formal program for the day is 
Famed Speaker ,,’' Hugh H. Bennett, Chief of the Soil Con- 
servation Service at Washington. For such an occasion it would 
be impossible to secure a more distinguished or more suitable 
speaker. For Dr. Bennett is the authority, par excellence, on soil 
conservation. He will not only deliver an address, but will visit 
a number of White County ftarms to see, in practice, the theories 
he first expounded to the nation. 

It was in 1905 that Dr. Bennett began a long series of experi- 
ments seeking to halt the disastrous soil erosion which was rob- 
bing the farms of the nation of their richness. Today the soil con- 
servation methods he worked out are not only used all over the 
United States, but are copied in at least six other countries, while 
prominent agriculturists from many lands are constantly seeking 
his advice. 

How thoroughly Georgia has turned to soil conservation may 
be evidenced in the words of a widely experienced aviator who said 
that, of all the States and all the countries over which he had 
flown, Georgia is, from the air view, the most beautiful. This be- 
cause of tne rich colors of her soil and, even more, because of the 
contour plowing on her farms. Such plowing is an essential factor 
in any soil conservation program. 

Farmers and businessmen from every County in Northeast 
Georgia will be in Cleveland on Aug. 22. That is certain. In all 
probability Counties from other sections of the State will be well 
represented, too. And it would not be surprising if several other 
States sent observers to the affair. 

For the fame of White County, as a soil conservation center, 
is not confined to this State. It is spoken by farmers all over 
the nation. 

And I can remember the time, not so many years ago, either, 
when White was frequently referred to as a typical “backward” 


Georgia County. 


Today it needs only a few hours’ journey along 
Small Farms the White County roads, a few hours of viewing 
the many small farms, to see that few rural communities can sur- 
pass this County in the speed and in the intelligence of its agri- 
cultural development. 

It is a green County. Not only the pastures of ladino clover, 
but ‘the fields of wheat and oats and corn keep the panorama 
richly green. There are, here and there, fields of cotton that prom- 
ise high yield of the staple corne harvest time. 

And there are many herds of cattle—beef cattle which grow fat 
on the famed White pasture lands. 

There is reason galore why White County should celebrate with 
its Ladino Clover Festival next Friday. And I am quite sure that 
Dr. Bennett himself will return to his Washington office with re- 
newed enthusiasm for his own life work as the apostle of soil 
conservation.

Esther Dorothy, a raven-tressed maneuverer in furs, 
who visited Atlanta a year or so ago, has just returned 
from the Soviet’s fur auction in Leningrad where, she says, 
every pane of glass in the city was-shattered by German 
siege, and every pané has been restored. 

“But,” she says, “it is the women who are doing 
the restoring. I never once saw a man do heavy 
labor. It was always women. They were plastering, 
street cleaning, painting, doing carpentry, hauling 
heavy loads, and in some cases working as little bet- 
ter than beasts of burden. When I asked where the 
men were, the Russians said perhaps they were work- 
ing inside. I was told they usually have better jobs 
than women because they are better schooled and 
therefore most useful.

Dear General Marshall: 


The Jewish War Veterans of the United States, representing 600,000 American Jewish 


veterans who were proud to fight under your command in World War II, and the over 200,000 


who fought in the American armies of World War I, respectfully recommend a course of action 


to alleviate the present intolerable situation in the Holy Land. 
It is obvious, that if forthright steps are not taken immediately, violence in Palestine will 


continue to mount until the rising tide of reprisals by the contending parties will have reached a 


volume that will gravely menace any attempt at peace making. 
Under your able leadership, our Govern ment has already pointed out an avenue of solu- 


tion for the problem through the action recently taken with respect to a state of war between the 


Netherlands and Indonesia. The successful action of the United States delegate to the United 


Nations Security Council in pressing a resolution that led to a suspension of armed conflict in 


Indonesia establishes a precedent which may well prove effective in the Palestine crisis. 


We therefore fervently recommend that our Government pursue that precedent to the 


following extent: 
(1) That our delegate to the United Nations be instructed to have placed upon the agenda 


of the United Nations Security Council, for immediate action, a resolution requesting the United 


Nations to assume authority in the Holy Land dis pute. 
(2) That the United Nations order the immediate withdrawal from Palestine of all British 


troops and police, and substitute therefor Unite d Nations personnel. Great Britain has not only 


proven herself unable to maintain the peace in Palestine, but her actions have incited continuing 


turmoil and bloodshed. 
We are convinced that these two simple steps will facilitate the immediate cessation of 


hostilities and will serve as a logical preface to the definite and final solution of the entire prob- 


lem by the United Nations. 


Recognizing the practical administrative and manpower obstacles which the United Nations 


might face in placing and maintaining an adequat e police force in Palestine at this time, the Jewish 


W ar Veterans of the United States suggest that suc h a force be recruited from among trained veter- 


all faiths and all nations who would volunteer to comprise such a United Nations police force. 


ans of 
The Jewish War Veterans of the United States offers its total resources to aid in the efforts to 


obtain such a force. 
Said police force would be under the jurisdiction and direction of the United Nations, Par- 


ticipation of American veterans would, of course, be subject to the approval of our own government 


and on a basis of existing laws. 
We feel that the presence of a police force responsible only to the United Nations, instead of 


troops now answerable only to Great Britain—one of the disputant parties—suggests a course of 
action that can put an effective halt to further unnecessary killings on both sides. 

The principles of the Four Freedoms, borrowed from the institutions upon which Ameri- 
can democracy is founded, have been incorporated into the Charter of the United Nations. Histori- 
cal precedent, as well as the basic precepts of human decency, require that the United States now 
take through the United Nations with respect to Palestine the action that has already been initiated 
‘1 Indonesia—action that will bring peace to a distracted world. The Palestine problem is a chal- 
lenge to the necessity for, and the effectiveness of. the United Nations. For the benefit of all free- 


dom-loving peoples and the peace of the world, we appeal for your approval and immediate action 


on this proposal.
